Our Leader Spends Two Days in the Russian Capital, and His Doings are Herein 
Fascinatingly Described by Commissioner Higgins. 



Friday, March 26th. 

The train fnini Fl:i- 
30.15 a.m. b'lnl, upon which Th-* 

General lias spent the 
nigiil. ftt punn'iinl. Koi' the firm lime 
he places his feet on Russian soil, 
and ihe first man (o greet him and 
bid liliu welcome lu a Colonel of toe 
Russian Army In fill] uniform. In a 
few days thin Officer Is leaving for 
Manchuria, and hearing of The Gen- 
eral's coming Io St. Pelorsburg. comes 
with his wifo to express his apprecia- 
tion of The Army's work, and liia 
wishes for its success In Russia. 

Madam Koinensky and JUbs Peuc- 
ker arc also upon the iilatfonu io re- 
ceive The General. They are old 
friends of The Army, and have been 
praying and looking for our coming 
for years past. The General looks a 
little tired after his heavy campn'gu 
at lielslnRfors, but walks with a linn 
step to the motor car, which a rtus- 
slan countess has scut to take him lo 
his hotel. 

The General hardly has 
f|7 11 a.m. time to remove his eoat 

and talto his bearings 
fit the Hotel D'Anglelerre, before tlio 
first of the interviews nrranged for 
him takes place. Miss Von Wclss- 
liere— a lady whoso Interest In the 
poorer peP.situts of Uucsla is well 
known — Is soon pleading, In her prac- 
tical and earnest manner, that The 
General shnll delay no longer the 
commencement of operations In her 
country, and urges that he will tell 
her in what way she can assist him 
toward this end.

General Is driving to 
the BritlBh Embassy, En ronto, lin 
pnsscB and notices tho magnificent 
Wlntor Fftlaco nod the frozen river 
across which horses and carriages are 
being driven hy the hundred, At tho 
Embassy, HIb Bxccllonco Sir A. Nich- 
olson receives The (Jenernl. Artor 
some convorsat'oa on Russian topics, 
Lady Nicholson Is Introduced, and In- 
forms Tho General that she line 
lion nl much of him through her 
cousin. Lord Flmikel, who was Gov- 
ernor of New Zetiland at the tltn© of 
one or Tho General's visits lo lhat 
country. The Genoral well remem- 
bers the occnidon, and (ells her Lady- 
ship that Lord Ptunket did two kind 
things for him, the llrst to pi'os'de at. 
one of his meetings, and the second 
to liberally subscribe to The Army's 
lunds.

mence Its operations In the country. 
The Duron assures The General of his 
sympathy, and promises to render 
whatever assistance It mny be In his 
power to give. 

Arriving back at the 
3.30 p.m. hotel. The General dis- 
covers a large group of 
people who wish to b'd him welcome. 
Amongst them Is Senator Messeye- 
doff, whose daughter Is an Officer in 
rfThe Army sud working hi Paris. 
Here also are Paotor Totler, aud the 
Editor of tho Russian "Christian." 
Then comes a Methodist minister, 
who promised to give fifty roubles as 
soon as The Army commences 118 
work In Russia, Here Is Miss Von 
Wolssherg again; she brings a small 
group of lady friends Just to shake 
hands. All join In the same chorus, 
"Come and help us!" The General Is 
touebed and Influenced, and sees more 
clearly than ever tbe need of Imme- 
diate action.

In tho way described 
abovo, It Is proposed to stand by 
those scattered people. Our Officers 
are licensed to celebrate marriages 
and bave the standing of ordinary 
ministers. 

Queensland. It has also been ar- 
ranged that ono of our Officers shall 
travel up and down on tho railway 
and vlelt a largo tract of country. 
He gives lilinBelr out nts r comniorclal 
traveller, only the nrtlelo la which 
lie doulB Is Qalvatlon. The following 
Is an account of bis actual dny'n 
work; — 

Leaving the centre early In tbo 
morning, ho caliches tho early train 
for tho West nnd takes with blra a 
fortnight's supply of Army period- 
icals.

stead of going Into the dining room, 
he stands beneath the verandah, takes 
out his Song Book and sings, with 
the accompaniment of his Instrument. 
He then prays for the whole neigh- 
bourhood, and especially for those 
standing around. This Is followed hy 
a solo, whleh, as a rule, has some- 
thing to do with "The Bible my 
mother gave to me," or "Your mother 
still prays for you, Jack." This Is 
followed by a short, crisp, sharp talk, 
direct to the shoarors und station 
rouseabouts, who. In the meantime, 
have gathered round. 

This continues until the sound of 
the gong at tho railway station. The 
statlonmaater always sees to It that 
the train docs not leave until our 
man Is aboard. When he gets Into 
tho carriage, however, ho finds that 
his dinner is waiting for him, bai'lng 
been sent ovor by tho hotel-keeper..
